Tearing down 

Damaged buildings demolished in Eminence; Incident ruled arson

Investigators have determined 
the blaze that destroyed two his¬ 
toric buildings in Eminence July 
27 was intentionally set, accord¬ 
ing to Eminence Fire Chief Gary 
Lucas. 

Meanwhile, the owners of the 
South Main Street properties 
on Oct. 14 said the damaged 
buildings had to come down as 
they were no longer structurally 
sound. 

Demolition on the build¬ 
ing that most recently housed 
Johnson Flooring took most of 
Oct. 20, but work to bring down 
the second building damaged in 
the fire had to wait while officials 
considered a development that 
would affect yet a third building. 

But the wait on determining

Candidates debate 
who would make 
best judge-exec

When voters take to the polls Nov. 

4, they will choose whether to retain 
the services of John Logan Brent as 
Henry County Judge-Executive or 
choose a new judge in challenger 
Ricky Doyle. 

The two men took advantage of the 
opportunity to address potential voters 
at a county candidate forum on Oct. 

11 at Henry County High School. 

The forum, sponsored by the Henry 
County Chamber of Commerce and 
Henry County Local, provided the 
candidates with time to describe their 
experiences and qualifications, as well 
as answer questions submitted by the 
audience. 

The first to speak, Democrat incum¬ 
bent Brent focused on the accomplish¬ 
ments of the 12 years he’s served as 
judge. 

“I know the job. There’s not a ser-

Hydroponics operation takes out option on Commerce Park land

A hydroponic greenhouse 
operation took out an option 
on 11 acres of land in the 
Henry County Commerce 
Park with the goals of growing 
produce year-round and creat¬ 
ing jobs for veterans. 

Fred Johnson, chief operat¬ 
ing officer of C3L Associates, 
appeared at a special Henry 
County Fiscal Court meeting 
Oct. 17 about the land option. 

Johnson, who just retired 
from the Army after 29 years, 
explained the idea involves 
43,000 square feet of growing 
space, or one acre, under glass. 


With that amount of space, 
the company could grow 
between 7,000 and 10,000 
pounds of produce per week 
with the hydroponics opera¬ 
tion, he explained. The com¬ 
pany would create 12 jobs, 
including a site manager, the 
head grower, a facility techni¬ 
cian and nine workers who 
will make a living wage and 
benefits. 

“The bottom line of this is 
we did an estimate growing 
arugula, which is a wanted 
commodity particularly in 
Louisville,” Johnson said. “If 
we grew one year’s worth of 
arugula it would give us reve¬ 
nue of about $1.5 million. Our 


entire project is $2.5 million.” 

That includes $1.3 million 
for the greenhouse, $400,000 
for the hydroponics and on the 
construction of the facility. 

Company officials plan to 
supply produce to Kroger 
stores in a five-state region, 
and the greenhouse intended 
for Henry County would serve 
as a proving ground that they 
could grow enough of a supply 
for the retail stores, Johnson 
said. 

Anthony Coggiola, who 
Johnson went to college with 
in South Carolina and served 
in Desert Storm with, came 
up with the hydroponics idea 
in response to the needs of 


the Kurdish leaders in Iraq. 
Johnson explained that the 
Kurds needed to figure out 
how to grow food in a moun¬ 
tainous region where there 
wasn’t a lot of water. 

Coggiola developed the 
hydroponics system to grow in 
the mountains, using less land 
and less water. 

Hydroponics has the advan¬ 
tages of using 7 percent less 
water than conventional grow¬ 
ing, as well as no herbicides 
and pesticides, Johnson told 
the fiscal court. But the insta¬ 
bility and insurgency in Iraq 
halted the plan there. 

Coggiola hired Johnson to 
implement this system in the 


United States as a way to help 
fellow members of the military. 

In response to questions, 
Johnson said the company 
would begin growing lettuce, 
because they can grow all year 
and produce a lot. 

Once they establish the 
financial viability, the effort 
would add vine crops like 
tomatoes, peppers and cucum¬ 
bers. The last phase would 
involve aquaculture, raising 
fish. 

Adding more greenhouses 
would mean hiring more 
workers, he said. 

“This is a veteran-owned

what caused the fire is 
over. 

After talking with the 
state police investigator 
inspector Oct. 17, Lucas 
said the fire stemmed 
from arson, started with 
an accelerant. 

“It was set,” Lucas 
said. “There is a basic 
petroleum-type substance 
that was there at the 
location where we found 
the point of origin,” the 
fire chief said. 

The investigators took 
samples at the scene and 
took them back to the 
lab to find out what hap¬ 
pened. Lucas added the 
investigation continues. 
There is no person of 
interest at this point. 

Thomas Paul owned 
the red building that 
stood next to Eminence 
Cleaners, and Ray 
DeVary owned the 
building where Johnson 
Flooring had just set 
up shop when the blaze 
broke out that Sunday 
morning in July. 

Lucas predicted early 
on that the fire weakened 
the structures and the 
buildings would have to 
be demolished. 

While the affected 
building owners began 
preparing for the demoli¬ 
tion to begin Oct. 14, 
that got pushed back a 
few days for Paul’s build¬ 
ing due to complications 
with the neighboring 
Eminence Cleaners 
building. Lucas said that 
an engineer came in 
Oct. 16 to check out the 
structures. 

“They brought an 
engineer yesterday to 
look at the stability — or 
instability if you will,” 
he said. “The way those 
buildings were built, 
there’s concern the 
way the walls were tied 
together. There’s a com¬ 
mon wall between the 
cleaners and the original 
burned building.” 

If the cleaners loca¬ 
tion became unstable as 
a result, it would have to 
come down, too, Lucas 
said. Because of state 
regulations, that third 
building might not come 
down for 10 days. 

Like the two buildings 


being demolished, an 
inspector has to check for 
asbestos at the cleaner’s 
under state air quality 
regulations, he said. 

City officials wanted to 
remove the danger from 
the weakened buildings, 
and the building owners 
are ready, as well, Lucas 
said. “The owners want 
it as bad as anybody — 
they want to get this 
behind them.” 

The destructive fire 
originated in an upstairs 
apartment bedroom over 
what used to be Ann’s 
Kut c n Kurl and burned 
through the floor, shot 
flames out the windows 
and caused the attic in 
the neighboring struc¬ 
ture to catch, too. On 
that day, more than 50 
firefighters from multiple 
departments responded 
to contain the blaze that 
woke much of the city. 

Both owners expressed 
regret about the build¬ 
ings needing to be torn 
down. 

On Oct. 14, workers 
began constructing a 
plywood barrier next to 
Melissa’s Treasure Chest, 
to keep falling debris 
away from the neighbor¬ 
ing shop. 

“It’s too damaged,” 
Paul said. “I would love 
to save them. They’re 
just too far gone — you 
can’t do it.” 

For his part, Paul said 
the insurance coverage 
provided isn’t enough to 
rebuild on the site. 

“It’s the first fire I’ve 
dealt with on any of my 
properties,” he added. 
“It’s been a nightmare.” 

DeVary owned his 
building for 30 years 
and worked from there 
for 28 years as DeVary’s 
Heating and Air, so he’s 
sorry to see the building 

go- 

“I’ve done a lot of 
work to it myself inside 
over the years,” he said. 

“I hate to lose it. It’s just 
too far gone.” 

DeVary also owns the 
building that houses 
Melissa’s Treasure Chest 
and feels like the fire 
could have destroyed that 
one, too. 

The distance between 
the two across the alley 
helped save the building 
on the corner of Main 
and Depot. 

As for future plans, 


DeVary might put the 
cleared lot with his other 
property. 

“My thinking at this 
time — it might not 
work out this way — I 
might make a parking 
lot for her business up 
here, Melissa’s Treasure 
Chest,” he explained. 
With the investigation 


ongoing, what could 
have motivated a person 
to set a fire, to jeopardize 
the lives of residents and 
emergency workers, to 
ruin businesses and to 
destroy property remains 
a mystery, Lucas said. 

“It could have very eas¬ 
ily involved that whole 
block over there.”

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Police: Drunken accident on Highway 42 kills Bedford woman Oct. 16 


STAFF REPORTS 

An Oldham County 
man has been charged 
with murder after a 
crash Oct. 16 in Trimble 
County killed a Bedford 
woman with Henry 
County ties, according to 
Kentucky State Police. 

KSP Post 5 received a 
call of a non-injury crash 
at 8:42 p.m. Oct. 16. 
Keccia Jansen, 48, and 
her son, Nicholas 


Mendenhall, 29, both 
of LaGrange, had been 
drinking at a bar in 
Carrollton that night, 
according to a KSP news 
release. 

Jansen left that bar 
and drove out Highway 
42 into Trimble County, 
state police said. She 
attempted to turn the 
vehicle around and go 
back to the bar but 
became stuck on the side 


of the road, which result¬ 
ed in the call to KSP dis¬ 
patch. In the meantime, 
Connie Hughes, 64, 
Bedford, stopped while 
passing by and parked 
her vehicle at the top of 
a hill on Highway 42 to 
keep traffic from hitting 
Jansen. 

Troopers say that while 
the first incident took 
place on Highway 42, 
Mendenhall stole a vehi¬ 


cle from a residence on 
Highway 42 and began 
driving home, taking the 
same route as Jansen. 

“When Mendenhall 
reached the place in the 
road where Hughes was 
parked, he failed to stop 
and ran into her vehicle,” 
according to the news 
release. Hughes was 
flown to the University 
of Louisville Hospital, 
where she was pro¬ 


nounced dead. 

Troopers charged 
Mendenhall with murder, 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence and five counts of 
wanton endangerment 
due to other people who 
were at the scene at the 
time of the crash, the 
news release said. He 
was also charged by the 
Carroll County Sheriff’s 
Office with theft of a 
vehicle. 


Jansen was charged 
with DUI, the news 
release said. Both were 
taken to the Carroll 
County Detention 
Center. 

Hughes was a mem¬ 
ber of the Franklinton 
Baptist Church in Henry 
County and is survived 
by family members who 
live in Eminence, accord¬ 
ing to her obituary.

Gov. Steve Beshear 
attended the ground 
breaking to wish 
Trackside owners John 
Edwards and Chris 
Wright well in their new 
venture — a facility that 
can process up to 1,000 
cattle, 400 hogs and 400 
sheep and goats. The 
owners have made plans 
to process chickens in the 
future, but want to focus 
on other livestock for a 
while after they open. 

Agriculture has always 
been a cornerstone of 
Kentucky’s economy, and 
it’s projects like Trackside 
that will continue growth 
as agriculture continues 
to diversify from tobacco, 
Beshear said. 

Fortunately, Kentucky 
officials decided to use 
the tobacco settlement 
moneys to help with 
that transition, the gov¬ 
ernor said. While the 
state spend the money 
on individual farms, 
Beshear said he asked the 
agriculture officials to 
look at ways to use the 
settlement money to help 
communities and regions 
build their agriculture 
economy. 

“And, boy, I can’t 
think of a better example 
of a project like that than 
what we’re here to cel¬ 
ebrate today and break 
ground on,” the gover¬ 
nor said. “These folks are 


stepping up.” 

This project will keep 
the agricultural dollars in 
Kentucky, instead of giv¬ 
ing farmers little choice 
but to take their animals 
out of state for process¬ 
ing. Beshear said keeping 
that business in Henry 
County will benefit the 
community and the 
region. 

“All you folks around 
here have been shipping 
those cattle, I think, up 
to Indiana, so Indiana 
got that dollar when it 
turned over again in the 
processing process,” he 
said. “Well, I’m sorry, 
Hoosiers, we’re going 
to take it back because 
we’re going to have it 
right here in Kentucky.” 

The more times that 
dollar can turn over here, 
the better off the econ¬ 
omy will be, the more 
people will make money, 
and it will boost the 
quality of life, Beshear 
said. 

Kentucky officials 
believe in Trackside so 
much, the state will put 
up to $500,000 in the 
project, he said. 

A feasibility study 
showed lots of support 
in the region for a meat 
processing plant even 
before Edwards and 
Wright came along with 
their idea for Trackside, 
Moore told the crowd. 
Local officials didn’t 
know who was going 
to be the ones to take 
on the project, but then 
Edwards and Wright 


had a conversation with 
Henry County Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent. 

“Jon Edwards and 
Chris Wright are local, 
they are farmers them¬ 
selves, they are business¬ 
men, they are entre¬ 
preneurs,” Moore said. 
“They have also been 
direct marketers of meat. 
They understand a lot 
of the principles and 
processes, and they came 
forward and said this is 
something they want to 
do.” 

For the last two 
months, Brent found 
people all over the coun¬ 
ty who feel excited about 
Trackside, he told the 
audience. “Our farmers 
are excited about this,” 
he said. “You’re going 
to create a few jobs, and 
the other group that’s 
excited is the consumer 
— people want to buy 
locally grown fresh food, 
and you all are going to 
make that happen, so it’s 
a good day.” 

The last to speak, 
Beshear wrapped up his 
speech as the second 
train approached, when 
he, Edwards and Wright 
and the state and local 
officials walked across 
Commerce Park Road 
for the groundbreaking. 

Edwards and Wright, 
both of whom hail from 
Trimble County, want 
to open their Henry 
County facility by sum¬ 
mer 2015.

size, Chris and I want 
to earn the business of 
this area,” Edwards said 
after the groundbreaking. 
“We know some people 
will choose our service 
because of convenience, 
but others will need to 
know they can trust us 
for a quality job and 
to get every bit of the 
product they dropped 
off back when they pick 
it up. 

“Customer satisfac¬ 
tion will be our focus. 

We want to be a fixture 
of the community, we 
want Trackside to be a 
household name.

The meat process¬ 
ing facility received 
support from a com¬ 
bination of grant and 
loan funding from the 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Fund, 
including $127,500 
in county agricultural 
development funds from 


Henry, Oldham, Owen, 
Shelby and Trimble 
counties. 

The state is contribut¬ 
ing $372,500 in funding. 
The total project is esti¬ 
mated to cost nearly $ 1 
million.

County economic 
development efforts 

Recently I was visited 
by Ricky Doyle as he 
was campaigning. I was 
cutting my grass and 
we only talked briefly 
and I got back to work. 
Ricky left me a piece of 
campaign literature that 
I later reviewed. I was 
personally hurt by one 
of the items he listed 
as an area of emphasis. 
It related to economic 
development. If elected 
he said he “would 
appoint an active eco¬ 
nomic development 
committee.” 

For the last several 
years I have served as a 
member of the current 
economic development 
committee. I partici¬ 
pated in the discussions 
when Judge Brent set 
up meetings to look at 
how we could improve 
economic development. 
As a result the current 
committee was estab¬ 
lished. I take exception 
with Ricky that the cur¬ 
rent committee has not 
been active. Members 
of the committee have 
spent hours working 
on economic develop¬ 
ment. One result is 
that Henry County is 
now a “Work Ready 
Community.” 

I am not an expert, 
but I have learned some 
things about economic 
development. Let me 
share a couple of things 
with you. 

First economic devel¬ 
opment takes money. 
Henry County is com¬ 
peting with groups 
around the state and 
nation with budgets of

out, which was not 
comprised of just can¬ 
didates and their family 
members.

I’d like to publicly 
thank and recognize 
the candidates who 
chose to attend and 
speak at the forum. I 
know public speaking 


of dollars. Our local 
committee’s budget is 
less than $5,000. This 
is why we have a two¬ 
pronged approach. 

Our committee pushed 
for the formation of 
Kentucky Connect. It 
is a regional economic 
development effort 
with other counties 
along the 1-71 cor¬ 
ridor. The budget for 
that group is less than 
$100,000 with Henry 
County contributing 
$15,000. For that we 
get professional devel¬ 
opment assistance. 

Location is number 
one when it comes to 
site selection for new 
industry. Companies 
want flat building sites. 
Henry County does not 
have the quantity of 
flat land found in other 
counties located near 
our infrastructure. 

Our topography 
lends to smaller sites 
and smaller businesses. 
That is probably just as 
well since most growth 
comes from businesses 
with less than fifty 
employees. 

In Henry County 
we currently have two 
smaller industrial parks 
that meet those needs. 
Please remember in 
Kentucky there are 
about 180 industrial 
parks, many with vacant 
buildings. 

Comments have 
been made about the 
development of the 
Pendleton area. That 
area is the prime area 
in the county for devel¬ 
opment. Sewers have 
been discussed for that 
area. The problem is 
that money does not 
exist. Such a project 


is not an easy thing 
for everyone, but if 
you intend to serve 
in a very public way, 

I think you should be 
ready to present your¬ 
self to the public. We 
invited candidates for 
coroner, sheriff, judge 
and the candidates for 
magistrate in districts 
2, 3, 4 and 5. 

Thank you to the

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Local gas prices go lower, following the national trend

At approximately 8:30 
a.m., Oct. 15, gas prices 
at convenience stores on 
Main Street in Eminence 
held at $3.09 per gallon, 
but later that same day 
prices moved lower. 

The signs at all three 
Eminence stations, locat¬ 
ed within approximately 
a mile of each other, 
displayed prices of $2.99 
per gallon. 

Mike Patel, who owns 
two stations including 
Country Express, said 
low prices are good for 
both customers and busi¬ 
nesses alike. 

“It helps everybody,” 
he said. “They have more 
money to spare.” 

All goods are linked to 


gas prices due to the reli¬ 
ance that companies have 
on transporting goods, 
he explained. When gas 
prices go down, so does 
expenses for businesses. 
“Gas is a factor in deliv¬ 
ering everything.” 

The Fivestar location 
in Eminence received 
its cue from corpo¬ 
rate office to lower the 
price to $2.99, General 
Manager Larry Tallent 
said. “Because we believe 
in charging as little as 
possible for it, saving our 
customers money.” 

Though the prices at 
the pump in Eminence 
again rose above $3 later 
in the week, gasoline 
prices have been trending 
downward both state- 
and nationwide, accord¬ 
ing to analysis from AAA 


and gasbuddy.com. 

Average retail gas 
prices in Kentucky fell 
by 12.8 per gallon to 
an average of $3 in 
Kentucky, Gas Buddy 
said in its weekly price 
check Oct. 20. 

The AAA reported 
Oct. 13 that 30 percent 
of U.S. gas stations 
sold gas for less than 
$3 per gallon, though 
the motoring and lei¬ 
sure travel membership 
association still placed 
Kentucky’s average at 
$3.09 as of Oct. 15 in its 
fuel gauge report. 

The average price for 
gas in Kentucky reached 
its highest point during 
June, when AAA reports 
$3.74 per gallon as the 
state average. 

National gas prices 


on Oct. 15 still hovered 
around $3.17 for the 
same period with West 
Coast states and New 
York paying the highest 
for a gallon. 

AAA officials noticed 
the declining gas prices 
in September. When 
average gas prices came 
in at $3.39 — that was 
the lowest since 2010. 

Gas prices generally 
fall in September due to 
less demand as summer 
vacation travel drops off 
after children go back to 
school in the fall, the fuel 
gauge report said. 

Plus, many gas stations 
begin selling less costly 
winter blend gas during 
September. 

“Gas prices generally 
have been less expensive 
than in recent years due 
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to the dramatic boom in 
North American petro¬ 
leum production,” AAA 
officials report. “U.S. 
refineries have taken 
advantage of increased 
crude oil supplies to 
make more gasoline. 

In addition, increased 
domestic production 
has helped insulate U.S. 
consumers from conflicts 
and instability overseas.” 

“American drivers will 
have a bit more money 
to spend or use on sav¬ 
ings as gas prices con¬ 
tinue to fall,” Avery Ash, 
AAA spokesman, said, 
quoted in the fuel gauge 


report. “It is a nice relief 
for most of us to pay a 
little less than in recent 
years to fill up at the gas 
station.” 

“Every day, Americans 
are spending over $100 
million less on their 
gasoline purchases than 
they did a year ago, some 
of which will be injected 
back into the economy 
in other forms, and with 
the economic concerns 
taking shape lately, it 
could help jolt things 
back in the right direc¬ 
tion,” said Gas Buddy’s 
expert, analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “I still do 
believe that the national 
average will break the 
$3 per gallon mark by 
around Election Day.”

vice in the county that 
hasn’t been improved 
since I’ve been in office 
for 12 years,” Brent 
said. “There has been 
over $35 million toward 
projects over the last 12 
years. I have contacts. I 
know who to call when 
there are problems. I 
know how to get things 
done. And there’s finan¬ 
cial management. Deputy 
Judge Bryant and I know 
that $6.2 million budget, 
and we’ve proven our¬ 
selves. We’re in the black 
and not many counties 
can say that.” 

Republican challenger 
Ricky Doyle focused not 
on what had been done, 
but on what he said 
needed to be done. 

“I am the pro-growth 
candidate,” Doyle said. 
“It will be my preroga¬ 
tive to get the infrastruc¬ 
ture of Henry County 
up-to-date to standards 
where we can invite busi¬ 
nesses and industry to 
move to our county. This 
will create jobs, increase 
tax base and in general 
grow Henry County.” 

After a time of intro¬ 
duction, the candidates 
were asked a series of 
questions submitted by 
the audience. Although 
topics included support¬ 
ing the farming commu¬ 
nity, high-speed commu¬ 
nications, fire taxing dis¬ 
tricts, nepotism policies 
and animal services, the 
topic that generated the 
most audience questions 
was economic develop¬ 
ment - how is it created, 
how it is sustained and 
what kinds of economic 
development each can¬ 
didate would encourage 
were the questions that 
generated the most inter¬ 
est. 

Brent described four 
steps that a county need¬ 
ed to take to promote 
economic development. 

“First you have to have 
your infrastructure ready. 
You have to foster infra¬ 
structure development 
by going after funds to 
do that,” Brent said, 
pointing out the monies 
gained for sewer develop¬ 
ment in Campbellsburg 
and Eminence and 
improvements to 
Highway 146. “Second, 
you have to be ready.

and operated operation,” 
Johnson said. “We’re also 
going to hire veterans. 

“To get the social 
good you’ve got to make 
money, in order to get 
the other things that we 
want to do,” he said. 
“This whole thing started 
with me, my participation 
trying to figure out a way 
to hire veterans coming 
out of the Army.” 

Coggiola’s original 
idea involved starting 
the operation in Texas, 
but Johnson moved to 
Louisville and wanted to 
pursue it here. 

“I was originally hired 
to go down to Texas but 
I want to live and die in 
Kentucky. I want to run 
this in Kentucky.” 

One of the advantages 
involves becoming less 
dependent on shipping 


Kentucky Connected 
is a six-county effort. 
Through this, we have 
hired an economic devel¬ 
opment specialist who 
worked for 17 years with 
the state. I’m not an 
economic development 
expert and neither is my 
opponent, but we have 
an economic expert who 
works for us, a 17-year 
veteran that Henry 
County only has to put 
in $15,000 a year and 
he’s at our fingertips. 

“Third, we have to 
show that we’re stable, 
that we’re providing 
good services, and that 
we’re not going to raise 
taxes,” Brent continued. 
“Lastly, when they are 
here, we have to go out 
of our way to make them 
feel like they belong 
here.” 

Doyle expressed his 
opinion the county 
had not been aggres¬ 
sive enough in pursuing 
economic development 
opportunities. 

“We’re doing a lot of 
talking, but there’s no 
action behind it. We’ve 
got to go out and recruit 
it and get in these busi¬ 
nesses’ door and go and 
talk to them and make 
the contacts,” Doyle 
said. “Other counties are 
very aggressive, staying 
with it 365 days a year. 
We need to get out on 
your feet and get out 
and recruit business to 
get here. We need to 
advertise; let them know 
Henry County is open 
for business. That’s the 
only way you’re going to 
bring business here.” 

Doyle was also not 
impressed with the 
efforts of the local eco¬ 
nomic development 
board. 

“We’ve got an eco¬ 
nomic development 
board, and I don’t mean 
to run anybody down on 
that board, it’s got some 
good members, but they 
need a leader, they need 
a plan,” Doyle said. “It 
hasn’t been too long 
ago, there was a question 
asked by Mike Ray, the 
economic development 
director. 'Anybody on 
this board got any new 
ideas about economic 
development?’ They 
had to table it because 
nobody had any answers 
for him. 

“I guarantee you if I’m 
sitting on that board I’ll 
have an answer for that 


produce from places like 
California, Florida and 
Mexico, Johnson said. 

“What I propose more 
than anything is that 
Kentucky become self- 
reliant for its own agri¬ 
culture,” he said. “We’re 
going to work with tra¬ 
ditional farmers to grow 
what they can’t grow and 
we’ll build a food econo¬ 
my that sustains us.” 

There’s also an edu¬ 
cational component — 
along with teaching the 
veterans about the hydro¬ 
ponics, Johnson said the 
business, which will be 
known as “Let’s Grow,” 
wanted to open up the 
process to the commu¬ 
nity, too. 

The option would be 
on 11 acres in the Henry 
County Commerce Park 
for $2,000 down with 
the purchase price set at a 
total of $100,000, Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent said. He called the 
effort “innovative” and 


question for you,” Doyle 
said. “You’re not going 
to do it if you don’t have 
an aggressive plan.” 

The two candidates 
had different opinions 
on the types of busi¬ 
nesses best suited for 
Henry County. Doyle 
suggested grocery stores 
and restaurants, point¬ 
ing out that most Henry 
Countians work outside 
the county and spend 
their money on the way 
home, not in the county. 

Brent asserted that the 
idea that Henry County 
didn’t want any new 
development was incor¬ 
rect, saying he had only 
opposed two businesses 
in 12 years - one being 
the adult bookstore and 
the other a proposed 
Oldham County airport 
that would sit in Henry 
County. 

“I see Henry County 
poised to get a lot of 
commercial type busi¬ 
ness. I’m all for industry, 
but industry’s tough. 
Eighty percent of indus¬ 
try locate in existing 
buildings,” Brent said. 
“We have a real oppor¬ 
tunity to get different 
commercial businesses 
here. Kroger’s not going 
to come to Eminence. 
We have to be realistic 
and go after what we can 
do.” 

Where new develop¬ 
ment could locate was 
also a point of discus¬ 
sion. The county’s com¬ 
prehensive plan defines 
industrial and commer¬ 
cial zones. 

“We have to have 
a comprehensive plan 
to regulate all types 
of haphazard growth. 
There are only three 
industrial zones with 
sewers,” Brent said. “I’m 
all for Pendleton being 
developed, but there 
are certain things that 
aren’t going to happen 
in Pendleton because of 
the truck stops there. 
They define some of the 
growth that could come 
to Pendleton.” 

Doyle disagreed. 

“There are lots of 
things that could come 
to Pendleton, but it’s 
important that we recog¬ 
nize that Campbellsburg 
has a lot of opportuni¬ 
ties. Pendleton has a 
lot of opportunities. 
Eminence has a lot of 
opportunities. I see 
some opportunities for 
Pleasureville over there,” 


“cutting edge.” 

The option remains in 
effect until March 31. 
Brent said the option 
is contingent on the 
company doing all due 
diligence, doing the engi¬ 
neering on the property 
and getting the contract 
with retail giant Kroger. 

Fiscal court representa¬ 
tives expressed support 
for the project. 

“I think it will be a 
great thing for our com¬ 
munity and surrounding 
communities tackling this 
with you all,” Magistrate 
David Brown said. “I like 
the idea of hiring veter¬ 
ans.” 

In offering the motion 
to approve the option 
agreement, Magistrate 
Nick Hawkins said the 
idea sounds great and 
Henry County is blessed 
to be involved. 

All magistrates voted 
in favor of approving the 
option agreement. 


Doyle said. “Economic 
development is all about 
the effort you’re gonna 
put toward it. I go to 
Fiscal Court meetings 
and go to economic 
development meetings 
somewhat, and I just 
don’t see the effort so 
much.” 

Brent countered by 
stating progress had been 
made toward economic 
development, but that 
it doesn’t happen over¬ 
night. 

“I spent eight years 
meeting with Jerry 
Abramson and a group 
in Louisville about get¬ 
ting local food from 
Henry County into the 
local areas. That was a 
relationship cultivated 
over eight years,” Brent 
said. “When the city 
of Eminence needed 
$647,000 to update 
their sewer station, I 
went back to see now- 
Lt. Governor Abramson. 
Two days later he called 
and said, 'You’ve got 
your money.’ The City 
of Eminence reaped the 
benefits of that. You just 
can’t go in day one and 
have those types of con¬ 
tacts.” 

In their closing 
remarks, each candidate 


reiterated why he was the 
best choice for judge- 
executive. 

“You know when 
you’re in a position of 
leadership, you’re going 
to make people upset. 

It’s called being a leader, 
but whether you person¬ 
ally like Ricky Doyle or 
you personally like me, 
it’s really irrelevant,” 
Brent said. “The ques¬ 
tion is, who can do the 
job. If that $6 million 
was yours and technically 
it is, but if it was actually 
yours, who would you 
choose to take care of 
that money? 

“It’s about who can do 
the best with what they 
have to work with. The 
budget, we’re tops on 
that, Preggy Bryant is as 
good as it gets. She goes 
over everything with a 
fine-tooth comb and we 
work on that together,” 
Brent added. “And even 
the magistrates that 
don’t always agree with 
me.. .they will tell you 
that I do a good job with 
that budget. And I’m 
not sure if Ricky’s ready 
for that, the size of that 
budget. You all will have 
to decide that. It’s a big 
job.” 

Doyle was last to 


speak. 

“My opponent here, 
when he first went into 
office, he had no experi¬ 
ence as judge-executive 
at all. He had to learn 
the job, just like I’m 
gonna have to learn 
the job. But I’m a fast 
learner. If you want a 
guy that’s gonna connect 
with you and work hard 
with everyone in this 
county, who can relate to 
everyone in the county 
whether they be poor or 
rich, I’ll give you that,” 
Doyle said. “I don’t have 
all the ideas. I don’t have 
a magic wand. I will do 
it through hard work. 
That’s how I will do it. 

“I think we’ve just 
got to make our county 
more prosperous. I don’t 
know everything about 
the job. He’s absolutely 
right about that, he’s 
more experienced than I 
am, but he’s been there 
for 12 years,” Doyle 
said. “But I guarantee 
you one thing, you give 
me 12 years and I’ll bet 
you see a whole lot more 
here than he’s done in 
12 years, I promise you 
that.” 

Voters will choose the 
next county judge-execu¬ 
tive on Nov. 4.

Tire collection keeps junk out of county

Citizens piled waste 
tires hundreds high at the 
state highway department 
barn on Port Royal Road 
Oct. 16. 

About eight state high¬ 
way department workers 
and five Henry County 
employees did most of 
the lifting for the par¬ 
ticipants who dropped 
off tires on the misty 
and overcast day, mak¬ 
ing quick work of tires 
brought in on pickup 
trucks and trailers. 

The workers wanted 
to help participants get 
unloaded and get on 
their way, knowing they 
have already spent a lot 
of effort getting those 
tires loaded up, Jody 
Rucker, Henry County’s 
planning and zoning 
official, said. “We try to 
make it so they don’t 
have to get out and get 
dirty again.” 

By 10:30 a.m., a track 
hoe pushed together a 
pile that would fill two 
tractor-trailers from the 
free event that rotates 
to Henry County once 
every three years. The 
trucks took the tires to 
Liberty Tire in Louisville 
for processing. 

“I like it,” Gary Parks 
of Defoe, who brought 
in a load from his place 
and his aunt’s, said of 
the tire collection. “They 
just don’t have it often 
enough. 

“You don’t have to 
pay to get rid of them 
— that’s the best thing 
about it. If they had it 
every two years instead of 
three and four, it would 
keep the county cleaned 
up.” 

The tire collection 
doesn’t accept tires from 
retailers or from salvage 
yards or recyclers, Chris

Craig of the Division of 
Waste Management said. 
Concerns about con¬ 
taminations from salvage 
yards left them out. 

Kentucky funds the 
waste tire collection 
through the $ 1 fee per 
tire charged at retailers, 
Craig explained. Henry 
County set up the collec¬ 
tion site and the contrac¬ 
tor gathers the tires to 
haul away. 

Some tires will go 
to a concrete plant 
in Louisville and get 
chucked into an incinera¬ 
tor to fire that process, 
said Rick Elder with 
Liberty Tire. “What they 
need so much heat for 
to make cement, I don’t 
know.” 

Truck tires get ground 
up to about BB size, 
almost a powder for 
reuse. Elder said trac¬ 
tor tires get turned into 
material for use on play¬ 
grounds because there’s 
no steel in them. 

Passenger tires will see 
reuse as colored mulch. 

The number of tire 


brought in that are 
still on rims has fallen 
because more people sell 
the scrap metal as the 
scrap value has risen over 
the years. 

There’s a market for 
these old tires, Elder 
confirmed. 

A tractor-trailer load 
can carry as many as 
2,000 tires, depending 
on how many tractor 
tires it includes. Elder 
also worked the last tire 
collection in 2011 and 
remembers loading up 
15 tractor-trailers worth, 
or possibly about 30,000 
tires, that time. 

This saves the citizens 
a lot of money over tak¬ 
ing the tires to a landfill, 
especially tractor tires, 
Rucker said. 

The contractor will 
report the weight of 
the tires disposed of to 
give county officials an 
approximate idea of how 
many tires were collected. 

“Sadly, what they used 
to do was roll them over 
the hill and we’re finding 
them,” Craig said.

Sorting out the facts about the Enterovirus 68 


The news has recently 
been flooded with head¬ 
lines about Enterovirus 
68. This illness has sent 
scores of children to hos¬ 
pitals across the country. 
Enterovirus is a com¬ 
mon group of more than 
viruses known to cause 
colds and respiratory 
infections around this 
time of year. However, 
a more rare strain known 
as Enterovirus 68 has 
been causing more seri¬ 
ous infections. We will 
review some common 
questions about this 
infection. 

Why is it called 
Enterovirus 68? 

Enterovirus describes 
the virus group. The 
virus was assigned the 
number 68 is because 
viruses are numbered 
in the order in which 
they were discovered. 
Enterovirus 68 was first 
identified in California in 
1962. 

How does the virus 
spread? 

Enterovirus 68 is

spread through respira¬ 
tory secretions. This 
means coughing, sneez¬ 
ing, or touching things 
or people infected with 
the virus. You should 
avoid contact with fluids 
from the nose or mouth 
(snot and spit) of anyone 
who is sick. 

Why are kids affected 
more than adults? 

Children and adults 
have both been affected 
by the virus. Children, 
especially those with 
breathing problems such 
as asthma, are more vul¬ 
nerable when they catch 


respiratory illnesses. 
Individuals with respira¬ 
tory issues tend to get 
sick quicker and take lon¬ 
ger getting better than 
those with healthy lungs. 
These patients are also 
the ones most likely to 
end up in an emergency 
room or intensive care 
unit because of the virus. 

How do I know 
if my child has 
Enterovirus 68? 

You probably will 
not know if your child 
has Enterovirus or just 
another common viral 
illness unless he or she 
is sick enough to be in 
the hospital. Testing for 
this virus is not avail¬ 
able in your doctor’s 
office. Many hospitals 
can test for the virus and 
the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) can 
conduct more advanced 
testing and confirm an 
infection. 

When should you call 
the doctor? 

Call the doctor or go 
to the emergency room 


if the patient has a high 
fever, symptoms that 
are worsening, trouble 
breathing, or is unable 
to drink enough fluid 
to stay hydrated. Signs 
of respiratory distress 
include breathing fast, 
continued wheezing, 
using neck or rib muscles 
to help breath, feeling 
short of breath, and flar¬ 
ing of the nostrils. One 
should worry about 
dehydration if there is 
decreased urine output, 
dry tongue or decreased 
tears when an infant or 
toddler cries. 

How is the virus 
treated? 

There is no specific 
medication available to 
treat the viral infection. 
Like most colds, the 
mainstay of treatment 
is supportive care. This 
includes treating fever or 
discomfort with Tylenol 
or Advil, ensuring hydra¬ 
tion and providing oxy¬ 
gen if needed. If children 
have lots of mucus they 
may need suctioning 


to help remove excess 
secretions. Breathing 
treatments can help those 
with respiratory problems 
such as asthma. 

How do we prevent 
spreading of the virus? 

The most important 
thing to help prevent 
virus transmission is 
good hygiene. 

•Wash hands with soap 
and water for at least 20 
seconds 

•Use alcohol based 
antibacterial hand gel 
• Cough into your 
elbow rather than cover¬ 
ing your mouth with 
your hand 

•Disinfect surfaces that 
the sick person has come 
into contact with 

•Avoid touching eyes, 
mouths and noses with 
dirty hands 

If you are sick or have 
a fever, please stay home 
and feel better soon. 
Children may return 
to school once they are 
fever free (temperature 
less than 100.4) without 
any fever reducing medi¬ 


cations for 24 hours. 
Most colds improve in 
a few days with rest and 
TLC. 

If your loved one 
is worsening, having 
trouble breathing, or is 
becoming dehydrated call 
your doctor or go to the 
emergency department 
immediately for further 
evaluation.

Sometimes 
combining more than one 
type is the best solution.

Today 
many courts rule by this notion of 
a “living constitution” or that the 
Constitution should be interpreted 
in accordance with the times.

While it does 
mention religious freedom, it does 
not address the issue of gay mar¬ 
riage. States hold the ultimate 
power to determine laws control¬ 
ling marriage, and any questions 
of gay marriage should be resolved 
at the state level. Any changes to 
the state’s marriage laws should 
be left to the people through their 
elected officials. Fegislating from the 
bench gives too much power to the 
courts and it allows them to govern. 
Judicial legislation violates the val¬ 
ued and treasured principle that has 
defined our country since its found¬ 
ing: that the three branches of gov¬ 
ernment, which equal, are separate.
